UP FRONT

I came to North Shore completely 
unaware of what a private school would 
be like. Many pictures ran through my 
mind of owl-like students with three- 
inch-thick glasses. I guess that came 
from being a victim of the media. 

Maturity is a quality that the stu¬ 
dents at this school projected at me dur¬ 
ing my first few weeks at this school. 
During an English class the other day, 
I noticed that the teacher was missing. 
Everything went on as usual, the stu¬ 
dents worked in their groups on the 
class presentations. I have grown up 
with the concept of a substitute teacher 
—who was usually persecuted to extreme 
extents. (For those of you who do not 
know—a substitute teacher is a person 
who sits at the front of the class in place 
of your regular teacher, reads a novel 
that he/she brought, and tells you to be 
quiet and do your work assignments. 
Another example of maturity is in the 
lunchroom. I’ve grown accustomed to 
food on the floor at school. A banana 
whizzing past my head was not uncom¬ 
mon. I learned to duck at periodic in¬ 
stances to alleviate the possibility of 
having a jello-with-fruit salad attached 
to my face. There is no food on the floor 
here, and the skies are clear of unidenti¬ 
fied frying objects. 

I think, impartially I hope, that the 
Priority system works quite efficiently. 
It dispenses with the problem of who can 
shove the hardest and/or muscle to the 
front of the line. The students accept 
the fact that if you are older than they 
are, you can step in front of them and 
say, “Priority . . . 

I had the chance to be a lunchroom 
monitor a couple of weeks ago. It was 
something that had to be done for the 
good of our class and the school, so I 
didn’t mind at all supervising the flow 
of hungry scholars. Anybody who is ve¬ 
hement towards me because I made him 
wait longer than he was supposed to 
should understand that because I am 
new here, I don’t know who is in which 
class .... yet. 

The size of the student body and the 
individual classes is much more enhanc¬ 
ing to the concept of learning. The 
small number gives you a chance to 
know everyone, along with allowing you 
to learn more in class with a small stu¬ 
dent-teacher ratio for more individual 
attention. 

. There is no censorship in the news¬ 
paper—which will give the students a 
chance to speak out what is on their
